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AJOR Robert H. Williams published 

a book in the spring of 1947 under 

the title, ““The Anti-Defamation League 

and its Use in the World Communist Of- 

fensive.”” He described the organization 

as a huge secret police with “2000 key 

men in 1200 American cities,” operating 
as spies and propaganda agents.” 








Efforts have since been made to dis- 
credit and ruin the well known Govern- 
ment investigator. He says in the March 


(1949) issue of his /ntelligence Sum- 


mary: 


“The Anti-Defamation League stated 
in its widely circulated ‘Anti-Semitism 
in the United States in 1947’ that the 
author ‘is not and never was a member of 
Military Intelligence or Military Intelli- 
gence Reserve’.”” 


Major Williams countered with court

Among those 
listed are Merwin K. Hart, Upton Close, 
Joseph P. Kamp, Representative John 
Rankin, Governor Herman Talmadge, 
General George Van Horn Moseley, 
Representative Clare Hoffman, Represen- 
tative Edward Cox, Representative Ed- 
ward Gossett, Rev. Gerald B. Winrod, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Dilling, Mrs. Lyrl C. 
Van Hyning, Rev. Lawrence Reilly and 
others. Also included are numerous mag- 
azines and newspapers in the United 
States which the ADL claims are foster- 
ing prejudice against Jews.

ORD RADSTOCK, of the English 
nobility, was an officer in Queen Vic- 
toria’s army. He had been wounded, and 
while in the hospital was won for Christ 
by Florence Nightingale, “‘the Lady with 
the Lamp.”

Almost automatically she turned from 
her dancing partner, the prince, and with- 
out saying a word, commenced to bow in 
different directions to the great, brightly 
illuminated, gorgeous Ballroom of the 
Czar. Not knowing what had _ taken 
place in her soul, and thinking her ill, 
the prince anxiously turned to her and 
said, ‘Madame, if you desire to leave 
the Palace, the Court etiquette demands 
that you bow in the direction of their 
Majesties and thus secure their permission.

FTER FORTY DAYS Jesus left 

the earth and went somewhere. There- 
fore the question to be answered: Where 
is Jesus today? No tomb contains His 
body. He lives in no town or nation. 
His bodily presence is not upon earth. He 
ascended—where>? Did He dissolve in 
thin air? Has He become, as some philo- 
sophic and un-Biblical people say, simply 
a “universal spirit’ without any bodily 
presence anywhere in the universe? 


The need of the church and every 
individual Christian is to know that there 
is a living Christ available to all in need. 


Unbelief has attacked this phase of 
Christ’s experience with something of the 
same viciousness with which they have 
made upon the physical resurrection of our 
Lord. Rationalistic Modernists have dep- 
recated the possibility of an ascension to 
heaven. Dr. Fosdick, in his book “‘*Mod- 
ern Use of the Bible,”’ says ‘““We have 
known for centuries that this earth is a 
globe whirling through space with no ups 
nor downs, so that if a man ascended from 
Melbourne and another from London they 
would go in opposite directions.”” By 
this he seems to imply that belief in 
Christ’s ascension is scientifically unten- 


able. 


The late Dr. Shailer Matthew, some- 
time president of the Divinity School of 
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Chicago University, in his book ‘The 
Faith of Modernism,” corroborated this 
attitude: “Men possessed of a knowledge 
of the universe, cannot take literally pic- 
tures of events taking place in the sky. 
They know too much about the sky. If 
Jesus physically ascended to some place 
beyond the power of sight, He must move 
away from the earth for thousands of 
years.” 


How unscientific, these men have been 
shown to be, in this scientific age! Time 
and space are being annihilated every day 
by the inventions of men. Why, then, do 
we limit the Son of God and His travels 
to the limitations of our own earth-bound 
existence ? 


The resurrection of the body of Jesus 
was not limited to the laws of physical 
bodies, and to try to keep the triumphant 
Christ within the limited circle of our own 
physical knowledge shows inability to be 
broad in our perceptions. We _ have 
learned that electrical impulses can travel 
very rapidly in this universe, and recently 
radar signals were sent to the moon and 
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back almest instantaneously. Electrical 
impulses are not limited as sound or 
physical bodies are in the speed of travel 
The fact is that scientific discovery has 
made the vaporings of unbelievers, relig- 
ious or otherwise, utter foolishness. 


Have you ever visualized the fact of a 
living, ascended and _ glorified Christ? 
We need that vision as a transforming 
power in our lives. 


During my college days in a little vil- 
lage in central Illinois I was teaching these 
truths to a small prayer-meeting group. 
A dear woman, well along in years, who 
was the wife of one of the deacons of the 
church, told me that her life had been 
transformed through the knowledge tha. 
Christ was really alive and available. All 
her life, she declared, she had believed in 
Christ and (in a superficial way) believed 
in His resurrection and had hoped that 
she would see Him after she died. The 
transforming thought of a living Christ, 
however, had never entered her con- 
sciousness until the experience of our 
studies; and she said that her whole Chris- 
tian outlook had been transformed. 


I. JESUS IS ALIVE TODAY IN THE 
BODY IN WHICH HE APPEARED 
AFTER HIS RESURRECTION 


HE simple narrative of Christ’s ascen- 
T sion is one of the most dramatic and 
significant stories of the Gospel. Let us 
turn to Acts | and visualize the scene. 


The disciples are assembled together 
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with their risen Lord, and He commanded 
them not to depart from Jerusalem but to 
wait for the promise of the Father—the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit. However, 
these men, remembering the ringing chal- 
lenge of John the Baptist and Jesus Him- 
self concerning the establishment of the 
Kingdom upon earth, seemed little inter- 
ested in the gift of the Spirit. They ask 
their risen Master: ““Wilt thou at this time 
restore again the kingdom to Israel?” 
Jesus replies: “It is not for you to know 
the times or the seasons which the Father 
hath put in his own power. But ye shall 
receive power, after that the Holy Ghost 
is come upon you: and ye shall be wit- 
nesses unto me, both in Jerusalem, and in 
all Judea, and in Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost part of the earth.” 


Then suddenly something happens: 
Christ’s feet begin to leave the ground, 
slowly perhaps at first, then more rapidly 
up, up, up, and then a glorious cloud, 
like unto the Shekinah glory perhaps, ap- 
pears and obliterates Him. The disciples 
are dumfounded. “And while they 
looked steadfastly toward heaven, as he 
went up, behold, two men stood by them 
in white apparel.’’ They gave a mild 
rebuke to the up-gazing group saying, 
“Ye men of Galilee, why stand ye gaz- 
ing up into heaven? This same Jesus, 
which is taken up from you into heaven, 
shall so come in like manner as ye have 
seen him go into heaven.” 


Two Worlds in One 


ERE again modern science is no 

longer baffled by such a phenomena. 
Both physics and chemistry recognize the 
possibility of two worlds occupying the 
same position in time and space. 


The study of that certain something 
we call “radio” has taught us many les- 
sons in this realm. The new “‘pulse’’ sys- 
tem in radio is now making possible the 
broadcasting of several programs over the 
same wave length without interference. 
Who knows where heaven is> We have 





always thought of it as far away beyond 
the stars. Perhaps it is. However, in 
God’s universe it need not be. We know 
that scientifically. A portion of it might 
be right here in this church; it is scien- 
tifically possible. The presence of angelic 
beings and all the rest of the heavenly host 
would not interfere at all with the conduct 
of our services. They move on another 
plane. 


Science knows that if you have two 
worlds which have no affinity for each 
other, they may occupy the same space. 
Jesus could enter and leave rooms with- 
out opening doors because His resurrection 
body had no affinity for the material 
things of earth. This fact does not 
astound scientific men today; they know 
a great deal about the possibility of such 
procedure. 


Before the cross and the resurrection, 
Christ could not enter rooms without the 
door being opened for Him; but when He 
rose again from the dead He was resur- 
rected into another world, and He came 
and went instantaneously from one world 
to another. You and I cannot do that be- 
cause we are earth-bound, but someday 
we shall be like Jesus and this experience 
will be possible. 


The day of cheap superstition is over. 
We can be scientific and believe our 
Bibles, but you can no longer disbelieve 
the Bible and its miracles and be scien- 
tifically-minded. However, this is no 
scientific lecture, but a sermon to believ- 
ers; so I would strengthen your faith by 


reminding you that JESUS LIVES. 


The same Christ that Thomas saw, the 
resurrected Christ who showed him the 
wounds of His hands and His side, lives 


in heaven... . 


The same Christ that Stephen saw at 
his martyrdom, not merely resurrected 
but exalted, lives today. As they stoned 
Stephen he said: “‘Behold, I see the 
heavens opened, and the Son of man 
standing on the right hand of God.” 


The same Jesus that Paul saw on the 
Damascus Road is alive; but when the 
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Apostle saw Him He was glorified, for 
as Saul the persecutor travelled, breath- 
ing out threatenings and slaughter against 
the people of God, suddenly there shone 
round about him a light from heaven 
which struck him to the earth and a voice 
said: “Saul, Saul, why persecutest thou 
Me?” When the stricken persecutor 
asked, ““Who art thou, Lord>”’ the reply 
came, “I am Jesus, whom thou perse- 
cutest.” 


In his Revelation visions on the Isle of 
Patmos, John saw this same Jesus who 
was not only resurrected, exalted and 
glorified but also majestic in the demon- 
stration of His authority and power, hold- 
ing the seven stars in His hands, walking 
in the midst of the seven candlesticks, His 
eyes as a flame of fire, His feet like fine 
brass, with a voice as the sound of many 
waters. The effect was terrific on John 
and he fell at His feet as dead. Jesus 
lifted him up and said, “I am he that 
liveth, and was dead; and, behold, I am 
alive for evermore, and have the keys 


of hell and of death.” 


Yes, He lives—Jesus lives. Two thou- 
sand years have not aged Him. He is 
now beyond time, beyond space; and as 
time writes no wrinkles on the brow of 
eternity, so time makes no change in the 


Son of God. 


Those who love Him wish to know 
where Jesus went. Ephesians 4:8-10 says 
that He ascended up on high, leading a 
multitude of captives and gave gifts unto 
men. He had told that He ascended 
above all the heavens that He might fill 
all things. If this ‘‘above the heavens’” is 
an astronomical statement, then He 
ascended to some place beyond the atmos- 
pheric heavens and the starry heavens to 
the heavens of God's presence. Paul 
speaks of being caught up into the “‘third 
heaven’’—the place of God’s glory. 


We have never been interested in specu- 
lation but rejoice rather in spiritual fact. 
The universe has a capital and a King. 
What a glorious thought! Jesus is not 
yet King of this world but He is King of 
the universe. This little earth-province 
in a mighty stellar empire is in rebellion 
and He is bringing it into submission. 
Someday He will be King here. 


It is sufficient to know that heaven is 
a place and not merely a state of mind. 
Where it is, we cannot tell; but we can 
rejoice that Christ sits as Lord somewhere 
and that all authority is His and there 
are no surprises to Him in world events 
and calamity. Christ knows the ultimate 
and is permitting the wrath of men to 
praise Him.

[AST BROOK said it: “He who learns 

to disagree without being disagree- 

able has discovered the most valuable se- 
cret of a diplomat.” 


Steve, I just had a call from the young 
American army officer who led the first 
U. S. Army men into Nanking after the 
Japanese Emperor ordered the Jap Army 
to surrender the Chinese capital. — He's 
mighty cut up about the attitude of both 
State Department and Pentagon in let- 
ting China slip into Communist control. 


I'd think he would be! With Chinese 
General Mao saying if the Atlantic Pact 
brings war between Russia and ourselves, 
Communist leaders will see that the four 
hundred million Chinese join Russia. 


The Chinese Communist leader puts 
into 1949 words what Lenin said twenty- 
five years ago: “The real revolution will 
blaze forth when the eight hundred million 
of Asia unite with us.”’ I thought of that 
in an Easter message from that remark- 
able fighter against Communism, Father 
James Keller, creator of the Christopher 
Movement. 


What is that Christopher movement, 
Upton? 


Father Keller, Steve, who had been a 
Maryknoll missioner in China, took a 
Chinese proverb as the core of his move- 
ment: “‘It is better to light one candle than 
to curse the darkness.” So many people, 
he found, were cursing Communism but 
doing nothing about it. And organiza- 
tions started to combat it were smeared, 
and infiltrated, and their members de- 
famed, and the lies carried by pro-Russian 
writers and commentators so willingly, 
that the organizations went to pieces and 
supporters became discouraged.

tage or because of intimidation. Among 
the fundamental truths are the following 
two: ““The human rights of every person 
as coming from God, not from the state;”’ 
“The right to possess private property, 
with its accompanying obligation to so- 
ciety.” 


The Christophers, which means Christ- 
lovers, believe that our last week’s quota- 
tion from Edmond Burke is the key to 
much Communist success in whipping us. 
You remember Burke said: “‘All that is 
necessary for evil to triumph, is for good 
men to do nothing.” 


I thought of that, Steve, in connection 
with an inquiry a good and very wealthy 
man made of me a few weeks ago. He 
cannot leave his millions to his children;

Strangely enough, the book seems to 
ignore the world Communist menace ex- 
cept to denounce those who identify Jews 
as Communists. 


The ADL passes off the charges that 
it is Communistic, or even lends its sup- 
port to Communists, as “‘ridiculous.”’ It 
fails to mention, however, that it con- 
tributed heavily to the legal defense of 
the Chicago Jewish Sentinel and its edi- 
tor and publisher, J. I. Fishbein, during 
a libel suit in Chicago less than two years 
ago. Fishbein has long been known as a 
champion of Stalin’s Russia and of every 
red-tinged organization in Chicago. 


The ADL also fails to mention that 
it once employed a well-known fellow 
traveler by the name of Robert Green- 
field who had charge of paying off John 
Roy Carlson for stooging on behalf of 
the Anti-Defamation League of B'nai 
B'rith. 


The peculiar game which the ADL 
plays becomes more apparent as one reads 
How Secure These Rights. For instance 
“The American Renaissance Book Club” 
of Chicago is listed as being anti-Semitic. 
Yet this same club sold more copies of a 
book against Communism by the Jewish 
author Benjamin Gitlow than any other 
single book-store in America. Westbrook 
Pegler who has recently been charged 
with being a ‘“‘vicious anti-Semite” has 
called this book, The Whole of Their 
Lives, by Mr. Gitlow, the most important 
recent contribution on the menace of Com- 
munism in America. More and more 
Americans are beginning to see the vast 
contradictions which the ADL passes off 
for fact as they read this 1948 report. 


In a revealing foreword to How Secure 
These Rights, Meier Steinbrink, national 
chairman of the ADL, writes: ““A war 
has been fought and won. Had it been 
lost, it would surely have meant the end 
of democratic life in the world . . . In 
this period of reconstruction we can once 
more aspire toward the greater expansion 
of the democratic ideal.”’ 


Mr. Steinbrink therefore seems to feel 
that the red hordes of tyranny which con- 
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trol half of Europe and most of Asia 
are democratic. The brutal assault on 
Christian clergymen in Bulgaria, Hun- 
gary, Yugoslavia, Greece and the Baltic 
states is evidently a part of “‘this period 
of reconstruction . . . toward the greater 
expansion of the democratic ideal.’’ The 
enslavement of millions of human beings 
under Communism in Europe and Asia 
is apparently a part of the civil rights 
program and the type of ‘‘democratic 
ideal’’ which he would like to see estab- 
lished in America, 


Every thinking American knows that 
whatever victory we won on the battle- 
field during World War II, was delivered 
to Stalin at Yalta and Teheran by Frank- 


lin Roosevelt. 


How Secure These Rights is divided 
into four phases, (1) Restricted resorts 
(2) College with a “quota” (3) Dis- 
criminatory employment practices and (4) 
Professional anti-Semites. 


The survey indicates that a general 
feeling against the Jews is on the in- 
crease despite the fact that organizations 
fostering opposition to Jewish domination 
decreased during 1948. The reasons 
for organized anti-Semitism are not too 
well presented for the elementary reader, 
and it is doubtful that the book will ap- 
peal to any large section of readers in the 


United States. 


Among the leading targets of the ADL 
is Rev. Gerald B. Winrod and The De- 
fender magazine. The attack is so ob- 
viously fabricated that it will produce 
the opposite result from that desired by 
the attackers. On page 101 we find 
the following: ‘Gerald B. Winrod, who 
follows an anti-Semitic, anti-Catholic line, 
did not lessen in importance during 1948. 
Through his publication and radio pro- 
grams he reached a large number of peo- 
ple. He was able to purchase a building 
for a printing plant as well as a church; 
contributions have enabled him also to 
keep a weekly radio program on the air.”” 


Even in details, ADL _ propaganda 
always avoids being accurate. The read- 
er is always thrown out of adjustment 
with exact truth, The new Defender 
building is not a printing plant. Dr. Win- 
rod is on the air nightly, not weekly. 
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The ADL enjoys presenting outstand- 
ing Christian leaders as anti-Catholic, and 
outstanding Catholic leaders as anti- 
Protestant. It is determined — that 
Catholics and Protestants shall never be- 
come friends. 


The editorial policies of The Defender 
are known by too many people for the 
ADL to hope to confuse public thought 
at this point. It holds that Catholics and 
Protestants are sure to disagree on theo- 
logical questions but should put up a 
common front against anti-Christ Com- 
munism. A_ frequent contributor to 
Defender columns is a very well known 
Catholic layman and prominent Wash- 
ington, D. C. attorney, Mr. George Sul- 
livan. Many Catholics and Protestants 
are critical at times of an idea or an indi- 
vidual within their ranks, but this does 
not mean that they are less Christian or 
disloyal to their faiths. 


The thoroughness of the ADL report 
is indicated by the revelation of anti- 
Jewish statements and articles appearing 
in the southern press. For example, there 
is the case of Franklin Acker, a South- 
ern columnist whose prose can be read in 
Georgia and South Carolina newspapers. 
The ADL report charges Mr. Acker 
with making the following statement in 
his column on October 10, 1948: ‘‘It 
makes our blood boil, and . . . if the war 
with Russia does come soon and the avia- 
tion boys have an atom bomb left over, 
we know of an ideal place to drop it. 
There’s a big cancer here at home badly 
in need of radium treatment. We're 
speaking of the ghettos of Brooklyn!” 


The elected Representatives of the peo- 
ple of the United States are watched care- 
fully by the ADL and its many secret 
agents. Rankin of Mississippi, Gossett of 
Texas, Cox of Georgia, Hoffman of 
Michigan and former Senator Revercomb 
of West Virginia are listed as the lead- 
ing “‘hate-mongers” in Congress. Free- 
dom of speech and the expression of 
opinions and convictions would be denied 
these men if the ADL could arrange it. 


The Palestine question and the immi- 
gration problem which our Government 
has had to face in recent years, have been 
important subjects. An American should 
be able to express himself freely on these 
subjects, in the negative if he so desires, 
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without being smeared by organized Jewry 
within the United States. Freedom of 
speech should mean just that. But the 
ADL evidently would monopolize this 
American right for its own purposes. 


The ADL bitterly condemns Congress- 
man E. Eugene Cox of Georgia who has 
represented that State since 1924. The 
report states: ““Over an eight-year period 
he followed a pattern of gratuitously in- 
jecting in his discussions of public ques- 
tions anti-alien material and condemna- 
tion of public servants who were Jewish. 
During 1941, Congressman Cox made 
the following observations about the per- 
sonnel of governmental agencies: “Io read 
the lists of those in power makes an Ameri- 
can wonder what has happened to us. Get 
down to the family names of those in 
power and you can’t even pronounce them. 
They are foreign names.

Call up the departments in Washing- 
ton and you can scarcely understand what 
is spoken over the phone because of the 
foreign accents. The ranks of the govern- 
ment workers are filled with people who 
do not speak better than broken English. 
It is in the ranks of those people that we 
find the greatest hostility to American gov- 
ernment, to constitutional procedure, and 
free enterprise’.”” 


The illogical reasoning of the ADL 
merits close scrutiny. Americans can no 
longer criticize individuals who control 
and shape the destiny of 147,000,000 of 
their fellow citizens under New Deal lead- 
ership for fear they will be labeled as anti- 
Jewish. Prominent men like Felix Frank- 
furter, Bernard M. Baruch, Ben Cohen, 
David K. Niles, Judge Samuel Rosen- 
man and Henry Morgenthau can no long- 
er be discussed from a critical standpoint. 


Why should these men be given spe- 
cial privileges simply because they happen 
to be Jews? Nationality does not relieve 
them of their responsibility as public serv- 
ants to the people of the United States. 
Freedom of speech not only means free- 
dom to praise, but freedom to criticize and 
to voice objections without fear of retalia- 
tion from a secret police operating within 
the United States. 


In the field of foreign affairs the ADL 
takes exception to any remarks hostile to 
the Zionist seizure of Palestine. The 
report denounces Congressman Edward 
Gossett of Texas who has been in Con- 
gress since 1938. It builds him up as an 
anti-Semitic for saying: ““The Zionist in- 
vaders have committed in Palestine the 
most atrocious and savage crimes against 
defenders and peace-abiding Arab in- 
habitants. They have . . . murdered in- 
nocent and defenseless old men, women, 
and children; committed acts of sacrilege 
against churches and mosques; attacked 
Christian priests and Moslem sheikhs, 
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destroyed hospitals and other institutions 
of benevolence and mercy.” 


An elected representative who is of the 
Christian faith should have as much right 
to express his views on foreign affairs in 
Congress, as Emanuel Cellar or Adolph 
Sabath who are Jewish. Congressman 
Gossett undoubtedly had the ADL in 
mind at the time he made a recent speech 
before Congress which contained these 
words: “*. . . when they band themselves 
together in Jewish organizations . . . when 
they seek to control the press and radio 
for selfish ends . . . when they conspire to 
destroy immigration barriers . . . they will 
bring great sorrow upon this nation.” 


A few years ago the noted newspaper 
columnist Westbrook Pegler made some 
remarks which might aptly apply to the 
book How Secure These Rights and the 
persons behind it. Mr. Pegler summed 
up the efforts of the so-called tolerance 
movement and their literature in these 
words: “‘Most of the propaganda about 
tolerance and discrimination in the United 
States is promoted by professionals whose 
nasty little parasitic jobs would end if 
they ever achieved their ostensible pur- 
poses. To seize power and make money, 
they put the Negro on a spot while pre- 
tending to love him. The Communists 
have done this in more recent years, their 
purpose being not to improve the colored 
man’s condition in life, but to create fric- 
tion, strike sparks and cause commotions. 
There is no place on earth where there is 





less discrimination than in New York, but 
nowhere else is there more hollering and 
indignation on the subject.” 


Anti-Semitism has been described as 
a defense mechanism. At any rate, it 
has existed down through the ages but 
only occasionally flared into violence. 
Jews have never been persecuted as severe- 
ly as Christians. Anti-Semitism was a 
relatively negative force until 1917 when 
Jewish Bolsheviks seized power in Russia 
and slaughtered millions of human be- 
ings through violence and_ starvation. 
Placing the blame of modern anti- 
Semitism on Hitler may prove a good 
propaganda weapon, but it will bring little 
relief or solution to its underlying and 
sometimes deep-rooted causes. Hitler was 
a symptom of the times who exploited a 
situation which had already ripened. 


Hate, intolerance, prejudice and dis- 
crimination are evil things when practiced 
against any loyal American citizen. While 
these things exist in a measure, they are 
not as prevalent as the ADL would have 
those to whom it looks for funds suppose. 
The ADL does not tell the reader that 
there are more civil rights, less prejudice 
and less discrimination here in America 
than anywhere else in the world today. 
The path which the ADL is following 
will lead to disaster unless the course is 
altered. 


The well known American newspaper 
columnist, George E. Sokolsky, a Jew 
who is reported to have little respect for 
the ADL, said not long ago: “‘Nothing 
dies as hard as religious and racial 
prejudice and it is a curious phenomenon 
of human conduct that violent opposition 
to prejudice only serves to strengthen the 
prejudice.” 


If the ADL is sincere in wanting to 
promote harmony, and not just trying to 
cover up some devilish schemes, it will 
completely overhaul its program. 
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HE TWO most hated men in Wash- 
ington today are Walter Winchell 
and Drew Pearson. They are being ac- 
cused on all sides with producing the 
mental crack-up that caused James For- 
restal to commit suicide. 


Not since the days when these twin 
spreaders of hate united to break the 
Editor of The Defender and send him to 
prison on false charges, has there been 
such agreement of purpose between them. 
They are resourceful men who know how 
to gouge and goad a victim, week after 
week, by press and radio. 


Representative Hoffman of Michigan 
voiced the prevailing sentiment of Capitol 
Hill, on May 24th, when he said dur- 
ing the course of a speech before the 
House: 


“Drew Pearson, who seldom misses an 
occasion to throw out a falsehood and in- 
sinuation or by innuendo to injure some 
innocent victim, if he runs true to form, 
must be chagrined by the death of James 
V. Forrestal, whom he so vigorously and 
meanly attacked. Forrestal is dead and 





no longer will be humiliated or made to 
suffer because of Pearson’s slanderous, 
libelous statements. 


*‘Like the little boy who tortures a fly 
on a pin, then casts him away because the 
fly is dead and can no longer squirm, 
Forrestal’s death deprives Pearson of the 
pleasure which he otherwise might have 
had by continued vilification. Pearson will 
have to seek another victim. James V. 
Forrestal is beyond his reach.” 


Hanson W. Baldwin writes in the 
New York Times: 


‘An extremely sensitive, very shy and 
thoroughly conscientious person who held 
emotion at arm’s length, Mr. Forrestal 
had built around his inner soul a wall of 
toughness and reserve, that seemed to 
some to amount to brusqueness. But be- 
hind that Irish jaw and broken nose, lay a 
rare intellectual warmth and eagerness for 
new knowledge, and a heart kindly and 
selfless . 


“Drew Pearson and Walter Winchell 
and some others maligned and traduced 
and attacked him in various commentaries 
—unfortunately not very different in 
tenor from similar outrageous attacks 
made upon others in our day and age— 
commentaries for which the radio and the 
press must bear the burden of shame. 
These attacks seared deeply a very sen- 
sitive man.”

At 
times he seemed listless and tired. He 
lost weight. But he took the goading 
silently and performed the duties of his 
office, until the day eight weeks ago, when 
he finally retired. Five days later he was 
in the hospital—he had collapsed, men- 
tally and physically.” 


Mr. Forrestal confided his feelings to a 
friend last January when he said: ‘‘Pear- 
son and Winchell are a high price to pay 
for freedom of the press, but I guess 
you've got to do it.” 
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Mr. Speaker, the British courts 
seem to be becoming as pro-Com- 
munist as our Atomic Commission.

NE REASON some Senators did not 


oppose David Lilienthal’s appoint- 
ment as chairman of the Atomic Energy 
Commission two and a half years ago, 
was because they feared being accused of 
anti-Semitism. 


The five men nominated by Mr. Tru- 
man for the Commission in 1947, were 
Lewis Strauss, Wesley Waymack, Rob- 
ert Bacher, Sumner Pike . . . and Lilien- 
thal. The Senate fight over confirmation, 
centered largely around the latter. 


Senator McKellar, who lead the op- 
position against this galaxy of leftists, ex- 
plained that, “Lilienthal has been nomi- 
nated for appointment to what may be 
the most powerful office ever created.” 


The Senator proved during the fight, 
that Communists the world over, were 
pushing for Lilienthal. He quoted an 
editorial from the Communist Daily 
Worker comparing the opposition to the 
*“persecution”’ of Gerhart Eisler: 


“With the ganging up on David Lilien- 
thal, the country can see a little more 
clearly, what is behind such _hysteria- 
making devices as the Eisler case and atom 
spy scares. The Lilienthal treatment 
grows out of the Eisler treatment.” 





While the debate was raging, Sena- 
tor Overton stated that the appointees, 
‘will have control of life and death, not 
only of this Nation, but in all probability, 
the entire habitable globe.” 


Strauss has been connected with Kuhn 
Loeb and Company, international Jewish 
bankers, since 1919.- Jacob Schiff, who 
headed the firm when Strauss joined, 
boasted of financing the Russian revolu- 
tion. 


Waymack states in “‘Who’s Who that 
his mother’s name was Oberheim. He is 
vice president of the ““Americans United 
for World Government,” whose _letter- 
head lists a roster of radicals, including 
Frank Graham and Mary McLeod 
Bethune of the so-called ‘‘Friends of De- 
mocracy.”” Waymack cites himself as 
a member of the board of directors of the 
Communists’ Russian War Relief—a 
position which he assumed long before the 
United States entered the war. 


Bacher appears from his photographs 
also to be of Jewish nationality. PM, 
known as “‘the uptown edition of the Daily 
Worker,” could scarcely find words to 
praise his appointment. 


Pike had the endorsement of all left- 
wing publications, especially Henry Wal- 
lace’s New Republic. 


The charge of anti-Semitism, which 
members of the Senate so much feared in 
1947, is being used against Senators 
Hickenlooper, Cain, Ferguson, Mc- 
Mahon, Connally and others who are now 
opposing Lilienthal. 


On May 26, 1949, Representative 
Klein made a speech in which he said: 
“A truly great American is today walk- 
ing in a Gethsemane of his own. 


“In the campaign against Lilienthal, 
the overtones of intolerance are inescap- 
able. The ugly weapon of religious 
prejudice is being cynically exploited in 
Washington . . . bigotry . . . whispered 
words of prejudice.

Hans Freistadt, an Austrian-born 
Jewish refugee, testified that he was a 
member of the Communist Party,. when 
given a Government-paid fellowship to 
study atomic secrets. He admitted be- 
longing to a Communist cell at the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina, where Dr. 
Frank Graham is President. 


Graham was recently appointed United 
States Senator to fill out the unexpired 
term of J. Melville Broughton. He has 
held membership in several Communist 
front organizations, is an official of the 
“Friends of Democracy,” and served on 
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President Truman’s “Civil Rights Com- 


mittee.” 


When Freistadt was asked whether he 
would fight on the side of the United 
States in the event of war with Russia, 
his answer was what one might expect 
from any Communist: 











“It depends a great deal on the type 
of war. If a totalitarian power attacked 
this nation without cause, I would fight to 
defend this nation. I don’t believe Russia 
would ever do that. If, however, we go 
out of our way to attack Russia, which I 
do not suppose would happen either, al- 
though some people here would like it to 
happen, I would not fight.” 


The Congressional Committee also in- 
terrogated Isidore Edelman, another Jew- 
ish student to whom Lilienthal had 
granted a fellowship. He said: “I be- 
lieve I did apply for membership in the 
Communist Party. I may have signed it. 
I don’t remember clearly." He admitted 
attending Communist meetings in Indian- 
apolis.

ISLER’S ESCAPE reminds students 
of Communist history, of a similar trip 
by Leon Trotsky from the United States 
and across the continent of Europe, dur- 


ing World War I. Lenin was, at the 


time, a refugee in London. 





Trotsky, a stateless Jew like Lenin, had 
been an exile living in the New York 
Bronx, publishing revolutionary literature 
in Yiddish, making speeches against re- 
ligion and government. 


One day he disappeared, to show up a 
short time later crossing Europe for Russia 
in a sealed train. He was surrounded by 
a group of criminals, who later became 
leaders in the revolution and rulers of the 
Russian people.

In his last speech before leaving Ameri- 
can shores, Trotsky told a meeting of New 
York Communists to “keep right on or- 
ganizing, until you overthrow this dirty 
rotten government of the United States.” 


Eisler, for seven years the mystery man 
and mastermind, who gave secret orders 
to the Communists of America, said after 
British authorities released him: “‘I hope 
the United States suffers several more de- 
feats like this one.”’

BSERVERS insist that there was 


something phony about Eisler’s 
“escape. His repeated castigations of 
Attorney General Tom Clark, after reach- 
ing Prague, are being interpreted in some 
quarters as weak from over emphasis. 








Just why Mr. Clark should have been 
singled out for such vitriolic attacks, when 
members of the Committee On Un-Ameri- 
can Activities were actually responsible 
for the conspirator’s arrest, is not entirely 
clear. 


Considering their source, the blasts 
could only benefit the Attorney General 
in the public mind.

Senator McCarran’s words cut deep:

‘‘He wants to run the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities. Let me say, 
I hope he never gets the opportunity to 
run that Committee, or any other, as he 
runs the Department of Justice. 


“While the king pin of the Communist 
conspiracy in the United States was board- 
ing a ship to flee the Country, the Attor- 
ney General was trying to get the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities to 
fire one of its investigators.

They were written by 
forty different men, covering a period of 
approximately sixteen hundred years. 
The writers came from many different 
walks of life. They were widely sepa-

A large number of other books existed 
simultaneously with those that later came 
to comprise the Bible.

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UERY : Does the Constitution of the 

United States guarantee to safeguard 

the free exercise of irreligion, or of athe- 

ism (or of Communism, which is based 
on atheism) in this Country ? 


Can the Communist claim the right 
to be safeguarded in his efforts to under- 
mine the spiritual foundations of Amer- 
icanism and to destroy the American 
Republic. under the constitutional provi- 
sion forbidding the Congress to pass any 
law ‘Prohibiting the free exercise of re- 
ligion; or abridging the freedom of speech 
or of the press?”’ 


The Federal Constitution forbids the 
Congress to pass any laws prohibiting the 
free exercise of religion; but Congress is 
not forbidden to pass laws _ prohibiting 
the free exercise of irreligion or af athe- 
ism; and the National Constitution im- 
poses no limitations on the exercise by the 
respective States of their reserved powers 
in reference to religion. 








The word “‘religion’’ occurs in the Con- 
stitution of the United States only once; 
namely, in the first amendment (the first 
section of the Federal Bill of Rights) 


the first clause of which reads as follows: 


“‘Amendment I: Congress shall make 
no law respecting an establishment of re- 
ligion, or prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof; or abridging the freedom of 
speech, or of the press.” 


Nowhere in the Constitution do the 
words “‘freedom of religion,”’ or “‘religious 
freedom,”’ or any phrases of similar import, 
occur. The only constitutional guaranties 
of freedom of religion are embraced in 
these words of the first amendment, which 
do not positively guarantee anything to 
the individual citizen, their only signifi- 
cance is that they forbid the Congress to 
do either of two things, namely: 


“Congress shall make no law (a) re- 
specting an establishment of religion, (b) 
or prohibiting the free exercise thereof.” 


These words impose limitations on the 
powers of Congress. By reason of these 
inhibitions, Congress cannot enact any 
law creating an “established Church,” 





“Can the Communist claim the right to be safeguarded in his efforts to un- | 
dermine the spiritual foundations of Americanism?” 
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such as exists in England where the Angli- 
can (Episcopal) Church is supported by 
the state; or in many European countries 
where the Roman Catholic Church is 
similarly supported by the state. Similarly, 
by reason of these limitations on the pow- 
ers of Congress, it can make no law “‘pro- 
hibiting the free exercise of religion.” 


There is no inhibition on the Congress 
about passing any laws that it may deem 
proper and necessary prohibiting the free 
exercise of “‘irreligion,”’ or of any belief 
which, if allowed to be freely exercised, 
might undermine the spiritual foundations 
of Americanism, or which might tend 
to destroy the Republic. 


The Declaration of Independence, 
which, as the Supreme Court has said, 
laid the foundations of American govern- 
ment, declares that ‘‘all men are created 
equal and are endowed by their Creator 
with certain unalienable rights,’’ and “‘that 
to secure these, goverments are institut- 
ed among men, deriving their just powers 
from the consent of the governed.” 


Under Americanism, human rights are 
the direct gift of God; and being derived 
from this supreme source, human beings 
cannot be justly deprived of them by any 
human institution—government or other— 
but just government must secure them. 


Hence, under Americanism, govern- 
ment cannot prohibit the free exercise of 
religion, or of belief in God; but while, 
under Americanism, a man can believe 
whatever he pleases, and has the right 
to believe that there is no God, yet he 
cannot be permitted to so exercise his dis- 
belief in the existence of a God as to 
openly attack and seek to destroy the idea 
that there is a God, and thereby deny 
the existence of the divinely bestowed 
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rights on which Americanism is based, and 
on the existence of which rests his right 
to believe what he pleases. 


Americanism forbids the Congress to 
prohibit the free exercise of religion. An 
American citizen can worship such God 
as he pleases, and freely exercise his re- 
ligion; becawse God has given him the 
right to do this. But he cannot deny the 
existence of any God, and so exercise his 
disbelief as to wipe out the individual 
God-given inherent rights of himself and 
of all other American citizens, and thus 
destroy the foundation principals on which 
the entire structure of Americanism has 
been reared. 


American Government is not in any 
way committed to the protection of any 
citizen in efforts to destroy the political 
theory and plan, under which he claims 
the right of individual and political liberty. 
He cannot assert his right to freedom, and 
at the same time deny that the Being 
through whom he claims the right, does 
not exist, and never has existed. 


Americanism guarantees absolute and 
unlimited freedom of belief and opinion 
to all its citizens; but it does not guarantee 
unlimited freedom of action in the exercise 
of those individuals beliefs, if that free- 
dom of action or exercise is to be used 
to defeat the very rights which are as- 
serted. Unrestricted exercise of any right 
is license and not liberty. 


The right to believe what one chooses 
is unquestioned. But the exercise of that 
right must not be such as to defeat the 
similar and equal rights of others; nor may 
it be so exercised as to jeopardize the ex- 
istence of government and the safeguard- 
ing of the equal rights of others, or to 
undermine the entire structure of liberty 
on which the existence and protection of 
human rights is based. 


Government’s duty is to protect and 
preserve its own existence; and it owes no 
obligation to protect any one in such 
exercise of his alleged rights as will des- 
troy the very government under which he 
claims the authority to exercise those 
rights.

R. JACOB ROSENTHAL, whose 

missionary work among Jewish peo- 
ple, the Defenders’ organization has sup- 
ported for several years, was recently a 
guest at Wichita headquarters. 


As our friend entered Dr. Winrod’s 
office, the two men embraced. They had

At any rate, 
there was something so extraordinary 
about the incident, that Nathanael dis- 
cerned the supernatural character of the 





they exchanged hearty handshakes, Dr. 
Winrod quoted the words of Christ to 
Nathanael and applied them to his friend. 
No one who knows Dr. Rosenthal well, 
will say that the appellation was an ex- 
aggeration. 


Winning Jews to Christ is generally 
regarded as the most exacting type of mis- 
sionary work known to the Church. The 
task has become even more difficult since 
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many dangerous and 
foolish things. 


Dr. Rosenthal does not consider a Jew 
genuinely converted until his mind is en- 
lightened, as to the true nature of Christ's 
person . . . and until his will becomes 
operative to the point of whole-hearted 
and unreserved acceptance. The seeker 
is also made to understand that the de- 
cision will mean hardship and persecution 
from his own people. Then the faith- 
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ful missionary tries to keep in touch with 
each convert, if not through personal con- 
tact, by correspondence. 


He has kept an exact count of every 
convert made in 2] years of constant, 
consistent witnessing, and the number to 
date is 492—perhaps the highest average 
of any missionary to the Jews in the 
United States. 


Converted Jews who travel, holding 
meetings with Church congregations, 
actually win very few souls to Christ. 
Their ministries are primarily to Chris- 
tians. 


Dr. Rosenthal’s conversions are always 
in the nature of “hand picked fruit.”” This 
is the only way to really evangelize the 
Jews. There is no “guile” about him or 
the methods he employs in the service of 


the Christ. 


He believes that a Jew must accept 
Christ the same way as any other nation- 
ality. ‘‘Jesus Christ of Nazareth . . . 
there is none other name under heaven 
given among men, whereby we must be 


saved.”’ Acts 4:10,12. 
* * * 


R. ROSENTHAL was born in 1890 


of strict orthodox parents in New 
York City. He grew up and was edu- 
cated in all the beliefs and traditions of 
Judaism (the barren fig tree of Matthew 
21:19). He was trained to become a 
rabbi. 

After being married to a girl chosen by 
his parents, he was installed as rabbi of 
Pike Street Synagogue in Lower Manhat- 
tan. His rabbinical service covered a 
period of almost 20 years. 


He became a new creature in Christ 
on February 2, 1928. A Christian nurse 
ied him to the Saviour as he lay on a hos- 
pital bed. Soon thereafter, he secured a 
New Testament. His studies included a 
comparison of certain passages with the 
fifty-third chapter of Isaiah. He says: 


“T was afraid to tell my wife and 
mother-in-law, who was in the house at 
the time. But next day, my wife caught 
me in the act of reading the New Testa- 
ment. She inquired if I believed what I 





I confessed to her that I 
She im- 


mediately left me and never returned.” 


was reading. 
had trusted Jesus as the Christ. 


He left New York, carrying with him 
the precious Testament, which had _ be- 
come his most cherished possession. After 
being baptized a short time later in the 
State of Texas, he was ordained to the 
Baptist ministry. Knowing that his loved 
ones back in New York were lost, he re- 
turned to preach Christ to them. They 
promptly had him arrested on the charge 
of disorderly conduct. 


Dr. Rosenthal has had many unpleas- 
ant experiences and suffered great hard- 
ship for Christ’s sake. Some of his trials 
parallel those endured by the Apostle 
Paul. He has been left for dead twice— 
beaten unconscious with a blackjack once, 
and thrown from a speeding automobile 
on another occasion. 


The latter incident occurred on a high- 
way near Cairo, Illinois when angry Jews 
to whom he had preached Christ, left him 
to die in a deep ditch filled with mud. 
Bones were broken, but he was rescued 
in the nick of time. 


Our friend bears many scars in his 
body from persecution at the hands of 
kinsmen. He was cast out by his family, 
divorced by his wife who married another 
man, has often gone hungry and almost 
naked, and suffered all kinds of abuse for 
the cause of Christ. 


In the South he nearly died of starva- 
tion and exposure, being too proud to beg 
and unwilling to ask the Jews to take him 
back. He has a bad case of asthma to- 
day as a result of this experience. In 
Louisiana he was attacked by a Jew with 
a meat cleaver and still carries scars of 
this assault. Recently in New York City, 
after being invited by a previous Jewish 
convert and gaining the privilege of 
preaching a sermon at a Jewish wedding, 
his ribs were broken by Jews who took 
offense at the message. 


Soon after his conversion, a group of 
Jewish leaders tried to buy him back into 
Judaism. The experience causes one to 
think of Christ’s temptation in the wilder- 
ness, when Satan offered Him the king- 
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doms of the world. A large sum of 
money was placed on the table before 
him. He only needed to recant by saying 
that Christ was a bastard, in order to 
claim the entire amount. 





Jews have caused him to be arrested 
eleven times, but he has won every case. 
In Lubbock, Texas he was accused of 
slandering his race, but gained an acquit- 
tal. He has been tried for vagrancy, as a 
public nuisance and on other charges, but 
never convicted. 


Recently in the city of Denver, two 
prominent Jews, one the head of a Jewish 
hospital and the other a leader of a Jew- 
ish lodge, cursed Dr. Rosenthal. One of 
them dropped dead soon after, and the 
other was violently murdered during a 
noon-day attack on his own store. 


He constantly receives threatening tele- 
phone calls, and his enemies have tried to 
intimidate him at all hours of the night. 
But such experiences confirm his faith in 
the Scripture, “If we suffer, we shall also 
reign with him.”” He is not afraid to 
preach the Gospel to anyone, “even if I 
am shot down by a machine gun,” to use 
his own expression. 


None of his trying experiences have 
made him bitter. He is a sweet-spirited, 
gracious Christian brother, engaged in a 
highly important ministry for the salvation 
of lost and perishing souls. The prayers 
of Defender readers everywhere are soli- 


cited in his behalf.

HIS IS a huge tome, printed on high- 
grade eggshell paper, almost two and 
half inches thick . . . approximately 220,- 
000 words. Resentment is kindled in 
the heart and mind of the reader, as he 
learns what the Communists have done 
to Rumania--and the ruthless methods 
they employed in attaining their diabolical 
ends. 


Thirty-two chapters are used to tell the 
sober, detailed story of what happens to 
men and women when a country is taken 
over by Bolsheviks. The book tears aside 
the iron curtain. 


A regime, made up of alien enemies, 
is trying to de-humanize 16-million peo- 
ple.

She served as the main liaison 
agent between the Kremlin and the con- 
quered land and became the most power- 
ful figure of non-Russian origin in the 
land. Later she shared her solitary pre- 
eminence with three others.

She seems to 
want to appear tough. She has debased 
plainness to repulsiveness.

CASE AGAINST THE

N AUGUST 23, 1948, a group of 
Protestant churchmen issued a state- 
ment at Amsterdam, Holland declaring 
that the World Council of Churches “‘is 


hereby officially constituted.” 


The leftist section of the religious 
press (notably the Christian Century) 
stated that representatives of 135 churches 
were present. Sixteen others accepted in- 
vitations but sent no delegates. A total of 
450 delegates were expected but only 352 
arrived. The Roman Catholic Church 
was invited to participate and refused. 


The Southern Baptist Convention, the 
Lutheran Missouri Synod, and numerous 
fundamental religious bodies of America, 
were not represented. Dr. Tulga insists 
that the scheme was fostered by “‘profes- 
sional ecclesiastics’ at the top, whose 
views on politics and religious belief, do 
not correctly reflect the sentiments of the 
great body of professed believers. 


Hysteria and sentimentalism have been 
omitted from these pages. The Author 
confines himself to hard facts. He re- 
duces the whole argument against the

VICTORY OVER THE GRAVE 


Mark 16:2-7; John 21:3-12 




















EMORY TEXT: “‘O death, where 
is thy sting? O grave, where is thy 
victory >”’ I Corinthians 15:55. 


(1) The Key Word of the Lesson 
s ‘‘Risen.’’ 


Evidence for the resurrection of Christ 
from the dead is overwhelming. Life 
after death is a certainty, for the reason 
that our Lord came back from the grave. 
This offers convincing answer to the ques- 
tion, “If a man die, shall he live again?” 


The Gospels tell us that on the first 
resurrection day, He was seen at least 
five times. Mary saw Him while in the 
garden. After that, He appeared to the 
women who were on their way to tell the 
disciples about the empty tomb. During 
the same day, He was seen by Peter while 
alone, by the disciples on the Emmaus 
road, and late at night by the eleven. 


The two words, “and Peter,” speak 
volumes. Gregory says: “If the angel 
had not named Peter, he would not have 
dared to come among the disciples. There- 
fore he is specially named, lest he should 
despair on account of his denial.” 


The angelic visitor was apparently ac- 
quainted with the stress, which had torn 
the apostolic group, over Peter’s em- 
barrassing denial. We must assume that 
he was bringing the Lord’s personal mes- 
sage, which included the invitation “‘and 
Peter.” It is not implied that Peter 
ceased to be a disciple by his denial . . . 
but lest remorse drive him to despair, he 
was given special encouragement and as- 
surance of forgiveness. 


(2) The Key Verse is Mark 16:4. 


“And when they looked, they saw that 
the stone was rolled away: for it was 
very great.” 


Are we conscious of barriers, obstacles 
and hinderances to our spiritual progress? 





Do problems seem too complex for solu- 
tion? Is our pathway often blocked? 


The stone was “‘very great,”” but God's 
power was greater. The mouth of the 
tomb was sealed by Roman authority, but 
it opened with perfect ease. 


Got any rivers you think are uncrossable? 

Got any mountains you cannot tunnel through? 
God specializes in things thought impossible, 
And He can do what no other power can do. 


On reaching the tomb the women found 
that the difficulty had vanished. The stone 
had been removed by an unseen hand. 
Multitudes since then, when faced with 
appalling circumstances, have advanced in 
the line of duty and found the stone 
“rolled away.” 


(3) The Key Fact is that we shall 
partake in His Resurrection. 


The departure of early Christians from 
this life was not a plunge into the dark. 
To them, death was a portal through 
which they stepped into a better world. 
The resurrection of the Saviour was fresh 
in their minds. He was the great example, 
“the firstfruits of them that slept.” Their 
existence beyond the grave was assured by 
His triumph over the tomb. 


The texture of the saint’s resurrection 
body is to us, at this time, a mystery. 
Whether the glorified body will partake of 
chemical elements necessary to house the 
soul now, no one can tell. It will be a 
“spiritual body.” 


John says: “It doth not yet. appear 
what we shall be: but . . . we shall be like 
him.” This assurance is sufficient to satisfy 
the believer.

AN EVER PRESENT HELP 
Matthew 28:18-20; Acts 1:4-14 




















EMORY TEXT: “I will never 
leave thee, nor forsake thee.” He- 


brews 13:5. 


(1) The Key Word of the Lesson 
is ‘‘Teach.’’ 


This lesson is concerned with the con- 
tinuing ministry of Christ in the world, be- 
tween His first and second comings. It 
would be appropriate as an introduction 


to the book of Acts. 


Jesus bequeathed a priceless legacy to 
the Church. We possess “the riches of 
his grace”’ “tthe riches of the glory 
of his inheritance in the saints” and... 
“the unsearchable riches of Christ.” 


These riches were to be distributed 
among all who would accept, “both in 
Jerusalem, and in all Judaea, and in 
Samaria, and unto the uttermost part of 
the earth.” Thus the work of the Christ 
was to continue through the lives of twice 
born men and women who comprise the 


Church. 


His personal ministry is exercised as the 
Advocate of the saints at the right hand of 
the Father. His personal presence is 
made real on earth by the Holy Spirit. 
These mystical truths are “‘foolishness”’ 
and unintelligible to the world, but dear 
to the hearts of spiritually-minded be- 
lievers. 


To bring this light to mankind was 
the responsibility Jesus laid upon the dis- 
ciples when He gave the Great Commis- 
sion. Our key word, “‘teach,” is derived 
from the Greek verb “‘matheteuo’’ which 
means “‘to make disciples.’’ This is more 
forceful than to “teach,” because teach- 
ing is often lightly considered and fre- 
quently rejected. 


(2) The Key Verse is Acts 1:8. 


‘But ye shall receive power, after that 
the Holy Ghost is come upon you; and 
ye shall be witnesses . . . unto the utter- 
most part of the earth.” 


Matthew Henry says: “But ye shall 
receive the power of the Holy Ghost com- 
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ing upon you, and ye shall be animated 
and actuated by a better spirit than your 
own (so it may be read).” 


Let it be noted that these people were 
to be baptized with the Holy Ghost for 
service—not merely to gratify the flesh 
with a new sensation. The uplook to- 
ward heaven was to have the effect of 
broadening their outlook toward human- 
ity. The new experience was to qualify 
them to become the best possible witnesses. 


Some would be conscious of stronger 
faith, others of warmer love, and others 
of greater zeal. But all would be aware 
of power, and power of such a divine 
quality that witnessing for Christ would 
— the dominant passion of their 
ives. 


Our efforts may sometimes seem weak 
and impotent. Human nature is frail at 
best. Visualize a little magnet. It can 
scarcely lift a pound. But when con- 
nected with a dynamo, it can lift a ton. 
Our lifting power for Christ depends upon 
connection with the Holy Spirit. “Ye 
shall receive power, after . . . ” entering 
into an experiential relationship with the 
Third Person of the eternal Trinity. 


(3) The Key Fact is that we are 
expected to be Witnesses. 


Someone has imagined Christ standing 
on Olivet bidding farewell to His friends, 
instructing them in the language of to- 
day’s Lesson, to go and disciple the na- 
tions. Then the distance between His 
feet and the ground widens. Beyond the 
range of human vision, He is received by 
welcoming angels. 


They inquire regarding the program 
that He left on earth for world evangeli- 
zation. He tells them of instructing the 
group below to go and win others .. . 
who will in turn win others . . . so that 
down in the twentieth century, millions 


will be going with the Gospel. 


Angels inquire what kind of a plan He 
has left to fall back upon, in the event 
that His friends fail to go. He answers 
that there is no alternative, no other plan! 
The disciples on Olivet and those of the 
twentieth century, simply must go. 
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EMORY TEXT: “All thy works 
shall praise thee, O Lord; and thy 
saints shall bless thee.” Psalm 145:10. 


(1) The Key Word of the Lesson 
is ‘‘Sing.’’ 


The book of Psalms is a collection of 
lyrical poetry which grew out of the 
spiritual experiences of various Old Testa- 
ment characters. The word “Psalm,” 
which comes from a Greek word, psalmos, 
means a poem sung to the accompaniment 
of musical instruments, or in our modern 
vernacular, a song. 


It is very likely that the Psalms con- 
stituted the hymn book for Solomon’s 
temple, and probably for the second 
temple of Zerubbabel as well. 


David is credited as the composer of 
seventy-three of the Psalms. Asaph, a 
contemporary of David and celebrated 
poet and musician, authored twelve. Two 
are ascribed to Solomon—the seventy- 
second and the hundred twenty-seventh. 
Moses is believed to be the author of the 
ninetieth Psalm. Fifty are anonymous. 


The Psalms, as we have them today, 
were written over a period of at least 
ten centuries . . . from the time of Moses 
down to the post-exilic Psalms, some of 
which may be quite late in Old Testament 
history. 


David, of course, is the composer of 
greatest importance. He was a skilled 
musician, and a poet of technical ability 
(II Samuel 1:19-27). He possessed a 
vivid imagination and deep feeling. The 
experiences through which he passed were 
such as to stimulate poetic expression. 
Literary critics, who deny any Christian 
loyalties, are nevertheless forced to admit 
the superiority of the Psalms. One of 
them has referred to the Psalms as the 
most noble and dignified of all poetic lit- 
erature. 
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The rich passages of faith in God's 
goodness and wisdom, the acknowledge- 
ment of His glory and power, the confes- 
sions of human need, found in the Psalms, 
possess teaching value hardly estimable. 
Certain elements will be found which fall 
below the Christian level, particularly in 
the imprecatory Psalms, but the child of 
God can distinguish them and retain the 
abiding values. 
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(2) The Key Verse is Psalm 67:2. 





“That thy way may be known upon 
earth, thy saving health among all na- 
tions.” 


This short Psalm contains a message 
of hope for better days on this earth. It 
is prophetic of the time when “‘the earth 


shall be full of the knowledge of the 


Lord, as the waters cover the sea.” 


Men will not always rebel against God. 
The nations will some day come to their 
senses. Verse six speaks of a plenteous 
harvest and this typifies future spiritual 
blessing during the millennial age. 


(3) The Key Fact is that God’s 
children have something to sing 
about. 


Ancient Greeks attached a different 
meaning to the word “‘mus:c’’ than we do 
today. It meant culture to them. When 
a youth finished his education, he had at- 
tained music. The term has a broader 
meaning to us—namely, the expression 
of emotions resulting from inward joy 
or sorrow. There are songs of both sad- 
ness and gladness. 


The true Christian has adjustment to 
God. He is in tune with the Infinite, hav- 
ing found the all-encompassing source of 
harmony and order. This provides music 
for the heart! 


The Old Testament says that the “‘stars 
sang together. ’’ A correct rendering of 
the Hebrew word would be, “‘vibrated.”’
